The 5th Universities Co. (P.P.C.L.I.) 
left Montreal early In the spring of 
1916. After a short period of train- 
ing In England the company proceed- 
ed to France, as reinforcements. Since 
then it has been through much of the 
war's heaviest fighting, and along 
with the other relnfqrcing companies 
of the Princess, Pat'* has sustained 
the reputation of the original legl- 
ment. 

The 6th Universities Co, was per- 
haps even more Intimately connected 
with McOllI than any of the compan- 
ies, with the exception of the first. 
As did the others, they occupied Mol- 
son Hall, and were consequently al- 
ways about the University, in addi- 
tion to this, however, a portion of the 
company were quurtered In the Union, 
and hence were brought into close 
contact with the students. Also sev- 
eral members of the student body en- 
listed in the company. For these 
various reasons the "Fifth" seems 
particularly to be affiliated with Mc- 

I 

So that the other evening, when a 
returned 5th University. Co. man via- 
Ited the Dally Office, the sUff greet- 
ed him with open arma, regardless of 
the fact that he had never attended 
McOlll. Pte, A. E,; Twlble went to 
France with the company, and after 
eight months of strenuous service, In- 
cludlnp participation .in the Somme 
offensive, he ,waa wounded ...In /.thft! 
knee, and Invalided to'EnglaiK^Twheru' 
until recently Àe has been engaged 
in performing clerical work. jpte. 
Twlble Is at . present at. Kis honie in 
Toronto on furlough. 

At Courcelette Ptè. Twlble .received 
his wound ' from an exploding shrap- 
nel. It was during the fighting here 
that the tanks first made their ap- 
pearance. The effect on the Germans 
wa« marN-ellous, said the returned 
man. They were dased and- easy vic- 
tims for our snipers.. 

It wag at Courcelette, too, that the 
Princesa Pat.'s carried off the laurels. 
They were not content with merely 
attaining their objective, but succeed- 
ed In greatly exceeding It. Pte. Twl- 
ble said the English Tommies "aweair 
at the Canadians. They tell them to 
send over five ehots» and the Cana- 
dians reply, with a volley of 26." Tho 
artillery on the Somme was magnlfl* 
cent. At times the guns were rang- 
ed almost hub to htib. . - 

The sudden, unexpected, advance 
revealed the German trenches - and 
dug-outs In all their - elaborateness, 
and completeness. The German dug- 
outs were about 40 feet underground, 
with often three flights of stair. In 
comparison our trenches were no 
more than mere ditches. 

These dug-outa are fitted out with 
practically every possible comfort, and 
bear upon them the stamp of per- 
manency in contrast to the decidedly 
temporary structure of ours. Though 
the Germans in the front lines are 
well fed they lack "zip," and there is 
a "lot of the Kamerad stuff." They 
are on the whole a decidedly inferior 
looking class, though commanded by 
efficient and fully, competent officers. 

That the Allies have the upper hand 
in all respects was the optimistic 
opinion of 'the ' soldlei^ When our ar- 
tillery opens on- thém the 'Germans 
"soon shut up." "We've got them 
fixed In the air and every place." -For 
example, ^orty balloons of ours - are 
iip. anil only one belong to the enemy, 
and oil)' plants very soon pqt an end 
to: Fritz's one. 

With reference to the medical ser- 
vice nt the front, Pte. Twlble made 
the single statement, "it is marvel- 
lous." He mentioned several Instan- 
ces where what might be called mir- 
aculous operations had been success- 
fully performed. 

Pte. Twlble spoke of Nicholson, Arts 
'18, who is now a lieutenant . at the 
fron but was originally a member of 
the 5th Universities ComV>any, Ho was 
also greatly disturbed at hearing of 
the death of Pte. P. A. Bieler, Arts 
'18, a member of the same reinforc- 
ing company.

In the light of the recent appeals for co-operation published in 
the "Daily" the following from the "Misaligippian" is of interest, 
as bringing ont the rei^l importance of a college paper, and the train- 
ing it affords the student. 

"College journalism ia one of the unappreciated arts. And yet 
it ia more than passing strange that it should be, for, as à means 
of preparation for the future of any student, its equal is difficult 
to discover among the various activities ot .college litç. 

Iq no matter what branch of business or professional life the 
college' graduate finds himself, he is obliged to have ideas and to 
express them on paper at times. ° Because he is a college man, he is 
supposed to think intelligently and, by the same token, he is expect- 
ed to possess the ability to express his ideas lucidly and accurately. 

English courses in the curriculum of every University are de- 
signed to furnish the required training along these lines. But it is 
recognized by every teacher of English that one of the most seri- 
ous weaknesses of present day training in composition is the lack 
of a definite aim for the student in his writing, and, a corresponding 
lack of interest on his part in doing work that has no real purpose. 

To report actual events for publication in a school paper gives 
the student both material and purpose; and there is no branch of 
writing that demands more excellent practice in the coordination 
of ideas and rapidity and clearness of observation. 

The desire to write well is incipient in every college student.. 
Nothing is more amusing than to see a^.writer wrap himtielf in a.maze 
of words from which it is more difficult to extract the meaning than 
'ti^^M^, "B<^ueeze blood from a tiurnip." Nothing excites more ad- 
ition- than a business or social- letter that is couched in dear, 
flowing English. Yet many of us content ourselves with a "hit 
and misB*^' method, of writing on the grounds that we are not pos- 
sessed of that spark of genius that enables us to put our thoughts on 
paper. 

It is the aim of a collège paper to entertain, to furnish news, 
tad last, but by no means least, to serve aa a means for the develop- 
ment of literary ability among its cbntributora. ' \ 

- Many who desire to write news articles, hesitate because they 
8o not recognize news when they see it. "News," one writer on the 
subject of journalism has said,, "is anything timely that interests a 
number of people; and the best news is that which has^the greatest 
interest for the greatest number bf people." By the application 
of the tests implied in these words, those who are ambitil^'s^of writ- 
ing can easily determine -for themselves what is news and what is 
pot" -

NEWSPRINT PAPER. 

Practically all the newsprint paper 
that is received by Peru, Bolivia,' and 
Ecuador now comes from the United 
Stated. Even before the war It form- 
ed the bulk of the American ship- 
ments to the first-mentioned country, 
and represented almost one-third of 
total Peruvian imports of paper. Since 
the war began there has been a heavy 
increase in the imports because news- 
print is admitted free of duty and, 
with rise in price of all other grades 
of paper, retailers have found It the 
cheapest kind that .they . can obtain 
for wrapping purposes. It is believed 
that the Imports will continue to -in- 
crease .even after cheaper wrapping 
paper is again available.

wood In 1916, which list probaldy em- 
braces about fifty different species. 
Spruce, white pine, and Douglas tir 
have maintained their relative posi- 
tions as the three leading species tor 
some years without change. In lllf 
baUam fir took the place of hemlock 
which for a good while -had held f our.th 
position. Considerable change took 
place in the year In the order of the 
twenty remaining kinds of wood, pari- 
ty because the greater activity of 
western mills resulted in a greater 
cut of some western species. 

The soft woods contributed 96 per 
c#nt., and the hard woods 5 per cent, 
of the total production of lumber In 
Canada in 1916. In 1115 the figures 
were: soft woods, 14.5 per cent.; hard 
woodsi 6,S pfr cent. These propor- 
tions have remained about the same 
for .,several years. Generally speak- 
lnK,~the hard woods are produced in 
the eastern provinces, Ontario and 
Quebec being the main sources of sup- 
ply. The relative positions ot the 
different soft woods has not greatly 
changed as compared with 1I16. Bal- 
sam fir took the fourth place away 
from hemlock, and yellow pine chang- 
ed places with red pine. The four 
leading hard woods, birch, maple, 
basswood and elm,' have occupied 
their relative positions for several 
years, but in the 1911 list poplar ousts 
ash from fifth place. 

Spruce hi the most Important lum- 
ber tree In Canada. White spruce is 
gradually taking the place of pine tor 
lumber. It has the further advantage 
of being the chief source of supply 
for the manufacture of wood-pulp. It 
Is also used for cooperage, mine-props, 
railway cross-ties, posts and rails. 
Red spruce, which Is confined to the 
eastern provinces,- is sometimes pre- 
ferred for Interior finish to the more 
widely distributed white spruce, 
Black spruce, owing to iU greater, 
hardness and density, is preferred for 
mining timber and ties. Sitka spruce, 
a native of the Pacific coast, has the 
same uses as the other species an(l Is 
also used for large structures owing 
to the larger sizes In which It can be 
obtained. 

'White pine was long the leading 
commercial tree of Canadian forests. 
Its lightness, softness, straightness of 
grain, and quality of holding its 
shape made It a favoilrite with wood- 
workers. It Is preferred for sashes 
doors, and inside finish for houses. 

Douglas fir. timber and lumber Is 
constantly growing in importance in 
Canada. It is particularly strong In 
the qualities which go to make up an 
Ideal structural timber. 'While the 
strength and large dimensions In 
which It can be obtained make It a 
favourite In the structural field it is 
becoming popular for decorative pur- 
poses owing to its attractive grain. 

Balsam -fir is galling rapidly in Im- 
portance. It now forms a large part 
of the supply of pulp-making ma- 
terial ,and Is also Increasingly used 
foi' lumber. It Is light, soft and even- 
grained, but not strong. It is not io 
durable as most> other coniferous 
woods. 

ElBstem white cedar possesses, In a 
high degree, the quality of durability 
In moist situations. Like white pine, 
it swells and. shrinks very little with 
changes |n humidity In the atmos- 
phere. It Is easy to work and has a 
fine, straight grain.' 

Western red cedar is light, softer 
and weaker than white cedar, but as 
It Is more abundant than eastern cedar 
and obtainable In larger dimensions It 
Is In growing - demand. 

The various species of birch pro- 
duce more lumber than any .other 
Canadian hard wodd tree. The four 
mentioned above are those of com- 
mercial Importance. The wood Is 
used for flooring. Interior finish, fur- 
niture, and for^a lai«e number of 
small articles such as spools, clothes- 
pins and toys. 

Jack pine wood compared with that 
of other pines is soft, weak and brit- 
tle. The tree is abundant, however, 
and the wood is largely used for rail- 
way tics, mine props and pulpwood. 
As lumber, it Is used for rough con- 
struction, boxes and crates. 

Maple wood Is hard, stiff and dif- 
ficult to season, but If properly sea- 
soned holds Its shape well. It has a 
great diversity of uses. It Is used for 
flooring, furniture, • agricultural Im- 
plements, vehicles and handles. 

Rock elm is the strongest and most 
valuable of the elms cut in Canada. 
Red elm is at the opposite extreme, 
while white elm, the most abundant 
of the three, has qualities between the 
two. Most of the elm cut Is uset^ In 
the slack cooperage Industry. It is 
also -used In the manufacture of agri 
cultural Implements, boats and vc' 
hides, and for building purposes. 

The cottonwoods are the most valu 
able of the poplars, being light, soft 
and easily worked. The wood resem 
bles that of basswood, but is softer 
and tougher. .i>oplar wood is used for 
boxes, cntlng,',éxbelslon- baskets, wood 
pulp and rough construction. , 

White ash Is one of the toughest 
and most elastic of Canadian woods, 
It Is used In 'the manufacture of light 
vehicles, 'agricultural implements and 
handles. Black ash, having an attrac- 
tive grain, is used for cabinet-work. 

The wood of beech Is hard, tough, 
strong and heavy. It Is 'difficult to 
seasoni but properly seasoned holds 
Its shape well. ' The greater part sa-wh 
in Canada is used for flooring and 
moderately priced, furniture. If is also 
used, to some extent for vehicles arid 
boats. 

The six woods mentioned below are 
cut in smair quantities, and in re 
Btricted areas -In Canada. > Chestnut 
(Castanea: dentata), which heads the 
list, is a light and porous wood which 
holds-Its shape -well and Is much used 
as "backing" ' for veneer|»d furniture.

WATCHES. 
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The best equipped army that ever 
took the field, as the British Army 
has often been styled. Is remarkably 
well equipped In one respect, and that 
is In the -matter^ of watches. The 
wrist watch, which at first only with 
great difficulty establlshsd itself ar a 
possibility for men, has . long since 
swept all before It, and. with or with- 
out a luminous face, is nowadays re- 
garded as almost an essential part' of 
the soldier's outfit. Such a wide 
spread use has, of course, been ren- 
dered possible only by the extraor- 
dinary progress which has been made 
in watchmaking In comparatively re 
cent years. > Thirty or forty years ago, 
the watch was stilt a prised posses- 
sion, - . and Its . possession almost 
amounted; to a class dlsUnctlon. And 
yet th'é world' had known' Of and 'used 
watches for nuuiy ceiituriés. They 
were antedated, it la true, by clocks, 
but thé moment that Pope Sylvekter, 
In A.D. 996. constructed "thk" t(rit 
clock," as he Is credited with having 
done, ' watches beckme inévitable. / 

It was not, however, until' the Flf 
teenth Century that watches definite 
ly came into being. At first, they 
were really no more than portable 
clocks, and. being genera^y too largb 
to be carried In thç nocket, it became 
the fashion to suspend them by a 
chain or cord from the girdle. No 
sooner was the fashion set In motion, 
however, than the watchmaker began 
to devote himself , to the matter, and 
to evolve new. styles In watches. And 
so, amongst, others, weie evolved the 
globular timepieces, which came to be 
known as Nuremberg eggs, tor the 
first watches, like the first clocks, 
were made In Oermany. Then came 
the wonderful watches of the Six- 
teenth Century, when the watchmak- 
ers simply reveled in Inventiveness, 
and outdid each other In the eccen- 
tricity and bea.uty' of their designs. 
Nothing came amiss to them as a case 
for their watches, octagonal .jewels, 
crosses, purses, little tlSoks, dogs, sea 
shells, and, In almost every case, fine- 
ly engraved. They were all in ^reat 
demand amongst great ladies and 
great gentlemen, and Queen Elisabeth, 
never averse to receiving presents, 
was always particularly gratified when 
a gift took the form of a Jeweled 
watch. 

Gradually, as time went on, thé 
watch began to assume the form It 
has to-day. Th^ chain or èord from 
the girdle had 'disappeared, and the 
C^iiiK&i^^ch pocket," In kome form or an- 
O otiier, began to appear. Meanwhile, the 
watch had been immeasurably Im- 
proved In the matter of reliability. Re- 
liable timépleces were greatly needed 
for finding longitude at sea, such as^ 
did not mind ' the roiling or pitching' 
of the boat, motions 'which would so 
decisively put the grandfather clock 
out of aetlon. 'Rewards were offeref 
by government authorities, and, as the 
result, came the chronometer which 
was so perfected In the early part of 
the Nineteenth Century that it has un- 
dergone littlefébangeliit^fonin since. 

AlpCOHOL FROM SAWDUST.

Its production. 

The sawdust Is "digested" with 
sulphuric sicid, ' the soluble constitu- 
ents are extracted with hot water 
and, after neutralisation with milk of 
lime and clarltioation, are pumped in- 
to fcmentlngf vats. Yeast grown In 
wood liquor is added and. after fer- 
mentation, the fermented liquor Is 
distilled. 

In three paper mills In Sweden, the 
utilisation of the sulphite liquor pro- 
duced about 1,260,000 gallons of al- 
cohol per annum. Two plants have 
been established in the United States, 
and produce 16 gallons ot 86 per cent, 
alcohol par ton of sulphite pulp. It 
Is estimated that a plant with a ca- 
pacity of 2,600 to 8,000 calions of al- 
cohol per day, and operating under 
favourable conditions» could produce 
at a cost of 14 to 20 oents per gal- 
lon. 

A municipal plant at Columbus, 
Ohio (population ; 188,000), Is manu- 
facturing alcohol ' from city refuse. 
The grease extracted from the- refuse 
Is cooked with sulphuric acid and 
steam, the acid is neutralised, the li- 
quor fermented with yeast, and the 
alcohol Is recovered by dlstlUa^on. 

One ton ot Columbus "green gar- 
bsge" yields, 4.8 gallons of 85 per cent 
aloohol ,and It Is estimated that a. 
plant costing |8<,M0 would treat 20, 
000 tons of refuse annually and p^ 
duce 80,000 Imperto|i|^S} tf j Mi jl.ef 'al 
cohol, giving a proHtfm^BfjVeents a 
gallon at war-time prIcM,' or 87 cents 
under - normal conditions. Thus, oné 
year's refuse would yield as much nl- 
cohol as could be p'oduced from 88,- 
100 bushels of shelled com, 89,600 
bushels of wheat or 110,860 bushels 
of potatoes.

The use of sawdiist Is very much 
cheaper than grain or molasses and 
does' not 'Involve the consumption of 
valuable raw material. 

In 1912, a North Carolina plant pro- 
duced 310,000 Imperia.1 grallons of 9E 
per cent, alcohol from the equivalent 
of 86,000 ' cords of pine sawdust and

Next in Importance to big-horn 
sheep, though least In numbers, among 
the Rocky Mountain big game, is the 
American elk or wapiti. It once 
ranged nearly the entire continent in 
millions, but Is now reduced so 
greatly that it has become pdssible to 
take a reasonably accurate census ot 
its numbers. Its habitat was orig- 
inally from Mexico to the Peace riv- 
er, and from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic, between the St. Lawrence and 
the coast of South Carolina. To-day, 
a few scattered bands along the 
Rockies, between Colorado; and the 
Braseau river and some isolated herds 
in the forests of northern Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, comprise the 
entire wild elk left in North America. 

Probably the total does not exceed 
60,000 head, less than 6,000 of which 
are found in Canada. In the Rockies 
there are probably from 176 to 366, 
ot which the insignificant remnant 
in the valley of the Braseau is the 
last ot the original elk nerds of Al- 
berta. Those now found in the south 
are British Columbia elk that have 
ntlgrated to the East slope since the 
inauguration of a closed season on 
elk in Alberta some five or 'slx years 
ago. 

Elk' are grazing animals, but have 
been forced to become forest dwell- 
ers. They live principally on grass, 
weeds, and low brush, .such as small 
poplar, birch and willows. This de- 
pendence upon grass and weed range 
and the inability to subsist on browse 
alone Introduces some Important ele- 
ments into the problem ot their per- 
manent protection which are not 
prominent in relation to the other big 
game of the Rockies. 

They are the largest round-horned 
deer in the world, and, except In Yel- 
owstone Park, and, possibly in Al- 
berta and British Columbia, where 
closed seasons have been established 
lust In time, are rapidly following in 
the wake ot the buffalo and antelope, 
Only very drastic measures taken at 
once will save them from total exter- 
mination in Canada.

The Royal Militaiy College of 
Canada. 



THERE are few national institutions 
of more value and interest to th> 
country than the Royal Military 
College of Canada. Notwlthstandlnr 
this, Its object and the work it is ac- 
compUshlnK are not sufficiently under- 
stood by the general public.

French and English. " 

The strict dlaclpllfte maintained ' at 
the College Is one of the most valuable 
features of the 'course, and in addition 
the constant practice of gymnastics' 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds' 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion l4tnd Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by thé Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, it obtains the 
same exemptions as a'B.A. degree. 

The length of the., course Is three 
years in three terms of 9% months 
each. 

The total cost of the course,' includ- 
ing board, uniform. Instructional ma- 
terial, and all extras la about }800. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admission to the College, takes 
place In May of èach year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military dis- 
tricts.

A CHANOINQ MOOD. 

Speaking about the flood of war 
poetry. Teuton calculators have been 
busy over statistics in Germany. A 
professor in Munich University; hàa 
made an estimate and given it out 
in all .seriousness that during the first 
five months of. the war three' m'lUloh 
poems were composed in Germany. A 
noted German critic declared that fif- 
ty thousand poems a day were writ 
ten in. the firit months, and six nlil 
lions in the first year! Hé waves 
the information triumphantly in the 
face of Bueli enemy poets as 'Maeter- 
linck and .Veiiiaeren, 'and'all 'others 
who accuse Qennanir of barbarism: 
The computàtlfo, .covers,.^ of course, 
ail the poetry that' did not get Itself 
printed, and ^1^) .printed tAat was aet 
worth printing; . 

The "hate" - movement In' German 
poetry, of which Ltssanei's famous 
"hymn" Is first in literary merit and 
first in passion, did riot last long— 
t!)at is, as a poetic movement, 
writer on "The War and German 
P,oets" in the Contemporary Review, 
tells us that a number of German, pro- 
fessors (naming two of them) poured 
ridicule on it;, th^t Karl Bleibtren 
wrote an emphatic protest against it; 
and, tha,: Lissaner himself published 
a "partial disclaimer" " in the Berlin 
Tageblatt. The school was named Lis- 
sanerer, and an anthology woa pub- 
lished with the title, "Wehe dlr Eng- 
land." (Woe to Thee, England). Very 
lately, one of their poets, Richard 
Wehmek, whoso poetry hitherto has 
been warlike, has come out with a 
volume entitled "Poems of Peace." In 
this, we are told, he Is, typical of the 
German war-poets. More and more 
they turn towards peace, or "at least 
away from empty military boasting 
and mere blind hate." There are 
grave reasons, quite apart from art, 
for the changing mood.
